We are not utterly aolfish, it ia not only 
of our own ekina.of which wo think. 
We ore a portion of tho tentacles of that 
great cotopus (as our doar friends across 
the channel call Great Britain) that are 
apead over the earth, gathoring in the ful- 
ness thereof to the Homeland. Wo ara 
guilty of folly and iniquity of affording a fair 
field, and no favour, to each and all alike, 
German. or Britisher, Turk or infidel,— 
worse still, despite this eruss ignorance and

them; thoy began by making ‘one or two 
inietnies, We all make mistakes, They 
bogan to say what sort of boilors, what 
sort of discipline what .sort of gung we 
should have, ond other instances of that sort 
which oro only valuable as far as opinion 
.goos when given wy oxperts, (Laughter.) 
But they dropped that, and what they do 
‘now ts iost patriotic; anost excellent, and 
tio fault can be found: with it. They en- 
deavour to ‘find out whero the Nary is 
weak, and leave it to the exports 
to find out how it is weak, (Laugh- 
ter.) I maintain at tho present mo- 
ment it is impossible to ovor-rate the

Let me for one momeut turn to the Navy 
Leagua nf Hongkong.-. OF all the Colonies 
of the British dominions .outsidy England, 
thro is no Novy League that has done the 
samo work aa the Navy Leagat~of: Hong. 
kong. The resolutions that you; have pass- 
ed, the commonsense nuticos that you have 
sent home have had a most excellent effbot, 
aud, any gontloman..who belongs to the 
Navy League in Hongkong,. if he had 
heen in the position which I have been in 
tha Houso of Commons. and-in public life’ 
for some years, if he bad heard what I 
have heard relative to the remarks, the ro~ 
salytions sent home by this League, he 
wanld haya been moat’ gratified with the 
work he-had beon able to do not only here 
but all oyer the Tmpire at large. (Ap- 
plause.) I make bold to say that the in- 
crease of tho defences of this Colony, the 
increase to.thia dockyard which I have 
bean most narrowly over with the Com- 
modore—and it will be a most substantial, 
aw most excellent, a most offective inorosse 
whon finish they are to begin 
upon it,-very shortly—that increase to 
the area of Mira Bay, Deep. Bay, is 
entirely due to the sction-“and —en- 
‘ergy of the Navy League of tho Colony, 
{Applavso,) That ia an inatance of what 
ean Te done here, but thore is.the qaestion 
of what might he done elsewliors, I see 
the Navy League is gathering strength. in 
our other Colonies and about .the Empire, 
and if only it pursues the course your Navy 
League haa done in Hongkong, it will go a 
great way to secure effectively our outside 
dominions and colonies, and have” them 
provided with Proper “naval bases and pro- 
por moans of defence round the ports at 
which those bases aro established. (Ap- 
plauso ) In these days we must remember 
that we ore traders and commercial people 
first, and that our empire exists for trade 
and commorce., The old ided of great 
empires and. reat flests, which was 
‘to seize territory for dynastic -pur- 
poses, tho ides that the fleet was for 
the object of acquiring territery—all that 
has passed away. (Appinuse.) Navies and 
armies are now formed for one object, ‘and 
that is for the ample, efficient and offective 
security of owr trade and commoroe. (Ap- 
plause.) That being so, the Navy League, 
which is generally composed of mercantile 
,people, thtsa whose lives are. laid in the 
civil sphere aud not in the military or naval 
sphore under orders of tho Government, 
have groaped that, and they. have grasp- 
ed. that in asking for the increass 
the Navy, the increase. of the Army, tho 
increase of the fortifications and auxiliary 
dafences thoy are asking for nothing in tho 
nature of defiance but something in the 
nattre of defence and protection for our 
great mercantile trade. (Applouse.) Six, 
sometimes it has beon eaid: that our expen- 
ditura of money for defence is onorniuus, 
Ono of our. great statesmen’ who has sins 
died held that it was wicked and wasteful 
to spend so much money on dofence,. but 
the mercantile classes: have realized. that 
what is voted for what L might call thg de- 
fence budget forthe Arniy and Navy is 
merely a.rate of lugurance. over our great 
morcantile interests, I.-remember very 
well one of my brother officera saying. to
